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IT'S STILL NO GOOD 


Popping up in the headlines again is the idea that Tulare county 
should have an area planning commission, the current argument being 
that it again looks like federal money, on a matching basis, might be 
available this fiscal year. 

After a concentrated, and rather successful job of selling by the 
county planning engineer a few months ago, the area planning com- 
mission idea was nearly put across in the county. However, a couple 
of cities held out to slow down the movement, then everything quiet- 
ed down when it became apparent that federal money would not be 
available in the last fiscal year. 

But with federal money again possible, the pressure again starts. 

Which puts the county planning engineer and the Tulare county 
board of supervisors in the position of saying on the one hand that 
area planning is essential for the future, orderly development of Tu- 
lare county, but on the other hand saying, area planning is essential 
for the future, orderly development of Tulare county only if federal 
funds are available. 

In our book an area planning commission is necessary and de- 
hr pa or it isn't; federal funds have nothing to do with the basic 
need. 

-We have stated, and we still believe, that an area planning com- 
mission in Tulare county is neither essential or desireable, for we can 
see no point on putting a third level of planning on top of the two 
existing levels — city planning commission and the county planning 
commission. 

We favor planning in Tulare county on the so-called area basis, 
but we believe that it can be done far more economically by proper 
organization of existing planning groups and by better cooperation 
between existing city and county planning commissions. 

There are already more than enough controlling strings from fed- 
eral agencies reaching into Tularae county; we strongly oppose any 
further strings in the planning field, particularly when we already have 
the necessary planning machinery available if we use it properly.

To enable 
dealing with them on an orderly 
basis, a law was passed in 1957 
which set up the Small Craft Har- 
bors Commission, and authorized 
an operating division in the De- 
partment of Natural Resources. 
In the same session, a Senate In- 
terim Committee on Small Boat 
Harbors was also set up. 

The first and basic problem to 
be attacked by your legislature 
was the need for harbor facilities 
for small craft. Boats, like cars, 
have to be parked. When they 
are too large to be hauled.out of 
the water after every use, har- 
bors, marinas, or mooring areas 
must be provided where they can 
be safely stored, and where service 
facilities can be made. available. 
Legislation authorizing local gov- 
ernment units to finance small 
boat harbors by issuing revenue 
bonds was passed. In the regular 
budget for the current year, a $5 
million loan fund was establish- 
ed from which commnunities can 
borrow to build needed facilities.

In addition, your legislature pass- 
ed a constitutional amendment 
which will appear on your No- 
vember ballot, which will author- 
ize issuance of $60 million in state 
bonds, $10 million of which will 
be earmarked for additional loans 
for construction of small boat har- 
bors. ; 

But the problems arising from 
increased use of small boats for 
recreation do not stop with har- 
bor construction. Much money 
will be needed for development 
and improvement of:all our wa- 
terways to make them more use- 
ful and safer. Safety laws regu- 
lating boat operation, and means 
of enforcing them will have to 
be devised and enacted. Wide- 
spread use of small boats has cre- 
ated a problem of sanitation 
which may require changes in 
our laws relating to waterway 
pollution control. 

These and other related items 
are being carefully studied by the 
Senate interim group, which has 
scheduled a series of hearings in 
various parts of the State in the 
immediate future. Financing wa- 
terway development will be a lead- 
ing topic at these meetings. One 
suggestion that the committee is 
studying carefully is that. im- 
provements be paid for by ear- 
revenues from the gas 
and: fuel taxes paid on fuel for 
boating. The committee has mail- 
ed thousands of questionnaires to 
boat owners all over the state in 
order to determine how much 
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boat fuel is actually being used. 
It hopes that every owner who re- 
ceives the form will fill it in and 
return it promptly. 

Boating safety, law might be 
embodied in a uniform state boat- 
ing law with. provision for en- 
forcement of safety regulations, 
and perhaps licensing of boats, 
operators, and rental agencies. 

The interim group wants to 
hear from any boat owner who 
has an opinion on these and other 
suggestions that it has received 
from many sources. Boat owners 
have made themselves heard at the 
most recent sessions of the legis- 
lature, so the committee wants to 
develop the best legislation pos- 
sible to help increase their use 
and enjoyment of their small 
boats.

MEMBERS GET 
FINAL PAYMENT 


BAKERSFIELD, July 1—Final 
settlement checks representing fi- 
nal returns on 1957-58 cotton for 
Calcot, Ltd., members in Califor- 
nia and Arizona have been mailed 
out. 

This payment, along with the 
progress payment that was ad- 
vanced to the growers last Jan- 
uary, amounts to a’ total settle- 
ment of $10 million above the 
government loan figure. 

General Manager J. Russell 
Kennedy says that the average re- 
ceived by Calcot members is well 
above the state averages in both 
California and Arizona.

COMMODITY 
PRICES VARY 
IN CALIFORNIA 


SACRAMENTO, July—Mid-June 
prices received by California farm- 
ers for a few commodities showed 
substantial declines from the. pre- 
vious month, according to the 
California Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. Prices for spring 
potatoes, grapefruit, and turkeys 
were substantially lower than the 
mid-May level. Wheat and egg 
prices were also down somewhat. 
The all beef cattle price declined 
for the first time in 1958. 

Compared with June a year 
ago, prices were noticeably higher 
for potatoes, beans, citrus fruits, 
livestock, turkeys, and milk cows. 
Wheat and wool showed the only 
significant drops in price. A rec- 
ord| national wheat crop is in 
sight this year. 

June commodity prices holding 
above the ten-year average were 
for oranges, grapefruit, hogs, beef 
cattle, and milk cows. All other 
commodities stayed below average 
with the late-spring potato price 
showing the greatest difference.

Cryolite may still offer some con- 
trol in some areas. It has generally 
given poor kills in Tulare county 
in recent years when applied for 
either second or third brood con- 
trol. 

Two per cent parathion dust ap- 
plied at a rate of 25 pounds per 
acre usually produces about an 85 
percent reduction in larval pop- 
ulation. The duster should run 
in every middle, preferably with 
the discharge coming down on the 
tops of the vines. Permits from 
the agricultural commissioner are 
required for parathion. It may be 
applied up to 14 days prior to har- 
vest. 

A small amount of Sevin, a 
new carbonate insecticide, in 
available for use this year. 
given excellent control of both 
leaf folders and leafhoppers. Tim- 
ing for this material is about the 
same as for parathion. It may 
perform better if applied a little 
earlier in the brood. 

Where mealybugs are also a 
problem, increase the amount of 
parathion to 35 pounds per acre. 
This does not clean up the infes- 
tation but it does give considera- 
ble protection to the fruit for this 
season.

| Validity of the district’s claim 
of this water is strengthened by 
the fact that the latest revision of 
Bulletin. No. 3 of the department 
of water resources for the first 
time shows possible storage areas 
in the upper watershed above the 
Success project and notes approx- 
imately 14,000 acres of potential- 
ly irrigable land. 

Greatest achievement in the wa- 
l ter field has been reached by the 
district at a state level. Starting 
in September, 1955, the district 
took the lead in informing the lo- 
cal residents of the technicalities 
of state water filing regulations. 
This has resulted in a great many 
local residents filing for water 
rights upon their stock water and 
irrigation ponds and a resulting 
recognition by the State Water 
Rights board has therefore taken 
the entire Tule River basin under 
study and all hearings and rul- 
ings have been postponed to en- 
able all parties to make _ their 
claims. 

Further state recognition came 
in 1957 when the department of 
water resources picked the Tule 
river watershed as one of the two 
within the state to come under 
the newly passed Regan bill for 
water resources inventory studies.

Preliminary results 
of the studies indicate that an in- 
valuable source of material is be- 
ing compiled which cannot help 
but be of great benefit to the dis- 
trict in future planning. 

Also in 1957, the district direc- 
tors sponsored a program of go- 
ing before the State Water board 


in order that a comprehensive 
program of water development 
might be initiated. This has re- 


sulted in recognition by the Wa- 
ter board and preliminary studies 
by the state department of water 
resources which would indicate 
that water developments in the 
area are both feasible and desir- 
able. 

Favorable reports along these 
lines by the Water board and de- 
partment of water resources has 
resulted in recognition by the 
state legislature in initial appro- 
priation of $35,000 as a part of 
the state’s share in a proposed 
joint study and planning program 
by the state and Tulare ¢ounty. 

The Tulare county board of su- 
pervisors have recognized the val- 
ue of this joint effort by giving 
their approval to such a_ study 
and stating their intention to par- 
ticipate on a scale considered by 
them to be appropriate.
